Out of It should emerge tho most efficient Ameri­ 
ca in history.

There has been 
marked progress In supplying farm homes with elec­ 
tricity but what has been accomplished Is only the 
•tart. 
Certainly when electricity becomes available 
for all farms, the rural home will be more attractive 
and more efficient. 


Another kind of discrimination against women, that 
of public opinion rather than legal, is charged by 
Ruth Hanna McCormick as she campaigns for elec­ 
tion to the United States senate from Illinois. "Per­ 
haps the chief objection to my nomination is the fact 
that I am a woman." says Mrs. McCormick in plead­ 
ing with the voters to forget that she la a woman 
when they east their votes and make their decision 
on the same grounds they would lf rile were a man. 
At the present time the Presbyterian church is 
trying to decide whether it should permit women to 
become ordained ministers and elders. A referendum 
is being taken of the various presbyteries for Hie 
guidance of the general assembly when it meets next 
May and recent news items have indicated that some 
of the presbyteries are having considerable difficulty 
in reaching a decision. 
These examples merely show that the problem of 
the status of women is still a live issue. Women still 
J feel that they are discriminated against. 
Man’s fa- 
| von ic reply is to point out the past progress that has 
! been made. Women have been given the right to 
vote, opportunities for education have become avail­ 
able to them, they have found increasing opportuni­ 
ties in business, In professional life and in govem- 
i mental positions, and courts have given them increas­ 
ing protection as to property rights. 
Probably it is true that some discrimination against 
! women still exists. Legislation and legal rulings oft- 
1 en lag behind progressive thought and policies. Pre­ 
judice is most difficult to contend with and it has 
much to do with shaping public opinion.

Some sociologists predict that everybody win then be 
living in centralised establishments, in each of which 
the cooking will be done in one Immense kitchen and 
tither served to the tenants in their own apartments 
or in the common dining room, as they may prefer. 
Household work will all be dona by hired help and 
housewives will thus be relieved not only of the 
trouble and labor of keeping their own abodes in or­ 
der and ministering to the physical needs of their 
families, but a1so of most of the shopping they now 
do. 
Hits theory presupposes that everyone will be sat­ 
isfied to give up Individual things and submerge his 
personal tastes to 
accept a 
standardized 
service, 
standardized cooking, and the privacy which people 
living In single-family houses enjoy. 
It takes for 
granted that the whole human race can be persuad­ 
ed to accept the conditions of life to be found with­ 
in the confines of small sectional spaces in huge 
buildings honeycombed with such niches. 
The prophecy is not likely to come true. 
There 
are a great many folks who would not surrender the 
privilege of living by themselves In a house with a 
lawn, trees, 
and flowers 
belonging 
exclusively to 
themselves, and away from the constant commotion 
caused by a multitude coming and going. They are fought, from the clutches of gang politicians, only 
quite willing to tend furnaces, do the cooking, sweep­ 
ing. dusting and other housework, mow the lawns, 
shovel snow off the 
sidewalks, and perform other 
domestic chores in preference to going where all such 
tasks are done by hired help, but where they would 
have nothing they could call their own. 
Apartment houses are a very great convenience for 


important place in the modern stage of civilization, 
and in the cities more people are taking advantage of 
their facilities each year. 
This does not mean, however, that the single-fam­ 
ily domicile is becoming extinct. 
On the contrary, 
such homes are also multiplying in the cities through­ 
out the United States and other countries. What is 
going on is that the older district! are being vacated 
by home owners, who are moving farther out and 
building new houses, 
while 
the 
properties 
thus 
abandoned are being replaced 
largely with apart­ 
ments In order to increase their earning power for 
rental. 
Anyone who imagines that the apartment house is 
something new must revise his idea of it.

Whether Hopkins was an able and courageous of­ 
ficial, who laid aside all political influences and de­ 
voted himself solely to working for the public good, 
aa his supporters regard him, or just a high-salaried, 
dictatorial bureaucrat who used his official powers 
to build up a personal machine and piled taxes upon 
the people's backs in order to make a big showing of 
municipal projects undertaken and accomplished, as 
his enemies claim, is not material at this Juncture. 
The point is that a group of local bosses In control 
of the dominant party's organization have captured 
control of the city government and are preparing to 
Install a practical politician as city manager, through 
whom they expect to control the municipal patron­ 
age and put their henchmen on the payroll. 
They 
will find in the centralized administration of the 
city manager system an instrument which well suits 
that purpose. 
What is about to happen in Cleveland is the sam# 
thing that happened in Kansas City, with the excep­ 
tion that the machine which has captured the agen­ 
cies of government in the former place is labelled re­ 
publican. while in the latter city it beant the demo­ 
cratic name. 
In Kansas City the same bosses who 
had been running things under the old dispensa­ 
tion carried the first election held under the city 
manager plan, and has been continuously in control 
all the time.

Secretary Hurley said today that

The new army regulations, which 
was issued to all posts last October, 
charges the commanding officer of 
tach military station with enforce­ 
ment of the prohibition laws within 
his Jurisdiction. It also extends tile 
army discipline. Mr. Hurley said. to 
any officer convicted by civtl auth­ 
orities or prohibition law violations 
off government reservations. 
The new regulation was issued, 
Mr Hurley said, as the army's con­ 
tribution to the administration ef­ 
fort for stricter enforcement of pro­ 
hibition. Its scope extends to army 
posts in the Philippines and wher­ 
ever they may be outside the con­ 
tinental United States even though 
there be no prohibition law In that 
1 country.
